OY Radio this Christmas! That is the 
first thought. It is so hard to 
imagine a modern home without a radio 
receiver, yet there are still thousands of 
homes in Ireland which can well afford 
radio, yet for some reason or other remain 
without it. There are probably only two 
reasons why people do not instal radio 
in the home: 
(1) Because they imagine that they 
are unable to afford it, or 
(2) Because they imagine that the 
quality of reproduction is not yet 
sufficiently good. 

Let us examine these reasons separately. 
There are comparatively few people to-day 
who cannot afford: to buy a radio set of 
some kind or other; in fact, I will go so 
far as to say that almost any person in 
regular employment can dfford it. If it 
is found impossible to-purchase the re- 
ceiver outright, the many systems of hire- 
purchase which are on the:market make 
the process an easy one. The initial out- 
lay is small, and the monthly payments 
can usually be managed without difficulty. 
Some firms go so far as spreading the pay- 
ments out over two years instead of one, 
thus halving the already small burden on 
the purchaser. A modern radio set can

Quality Reproductiion 


The second. reason which is sometimes 
advanced as an excuse for not having a 
receiver in the home is that the quality 
of reproduction is not yet such as would 
appeal to a person of taste and discrimina- 
tion. To which I reply: Nonsense. Any 
person who makes this excuse has not 
listened attentively to a 1936 season’s radio 
receiver. .1t is now possible for a manu- 
facturer to say with truth in his publicity 
material that “fidelity of reproduction 
leaves nothing to be desired,” a claim 
frequently made, and, as a rule, justified 
by results. I am of the decided opinion 
that the over optimistic publicity indulged

of “perfect reception” were made in 


many cases, but never in my experience 
were they justified. Perfection, as any 
radio engineer will tell you, still remains 
the goal of the designer and research 
worker. However, the fact that we have 
not yet reached perfection in radio should 
not put any pe-rson off from buying a 
receiver. We will always need a goal 
ahead of us! As I have said, it is hard 
to imagine a home without a radio set. 
Any person who is accustomed to regular 
listening, and is temporarily deprived of 
his set, will vouch for my statement that, 
under such circumstances, a great void 
is felt in the household, which conversa- 
tion or other aids to diversion do not 
quite fill. It is “ contact ” with the out- 
side world which the listener misses so 
badly. This contact, being so much more 
intimate than any that the printed word 
can give, becomes, as it were, part and 
parcel of the listener's life, so that to 
be deprived of it even temporarily throws 
the job of living somewhat out of gear. 


Radio in the Country 


T is, perhaps, the countryrtan who 

benefits most from possession of a radio 
set. Situated, as he may easily be, miles 
from the centre of social activities, loneli- 
hess can be a very real thing to him. Here 
it is that radio bridges the distance, and 
brings the cities of the world closer to the 
countryside. Evenings need no longer be 
dull. The finest entertainment that can 
be obtained is “on tap,’’ always something 
to please, whether the listener is grave 
or gay. To the person possessed of an 
active mind broadcasting is a marvellous 
stimulant. The doings of the every-day 
world take on new meaning with radio 


, things which are happening around us 


in the house. Famous names become 
more than names; they become human 
beings, and our understanding of the 


becomes more acute. 

That is one of the main reasons why 
I suggest that radió makes the ideal 
Christmas present. Certainly, I can 
imagine no finer gift from a parent to 
the family. Entertainment and instruc- 
tion for three hundred and sixty-five days 
of the year! Twenty years ago the mere 
thought of such a thing would have been 
merely fantastic. To-day it is a fact. 


Buying a Set 


It is true that one cannot waste money 
easily to-day when buying a radio set. 
The fly-by-night manufacturer, so far as 
the Free State is concerned, is no more: 
the import duty has made the sale of his 
shoddy apparatus unprofitable. For that 
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reason it is no exaggeration to say that 
the average set marketed in this country, 
and advertised in these pages, is a re- 
liable product. The standard of- quality 
in workmanship and performance is re- 
markably high, and since the coming of 
the all-wave set, what may nearly be 
termed all-continent reception is no. 
longer a dream, but a reality. However, 
since I am unable to advise you to pur- 
chase any specific receiver, and a start 
must be made somewhere, I would like to 
tender one small piece of advice to intend- 
ing purchasers. It is: having: consulted 
the advertisements and picked on the set 
of your choice, pay a visit to your nearest 
radio dealer, and arrange to have a 
demenstration in your own home before 
making the final decision. Make the 
purchase dependent on the set *giving 
satisfaction under your own roof. After 
all, good reception at the dealers’ pre 

mises and poor reception when you take 
the set home is not conducive to your 
peace of mind. No reputable dealer will 
refuse your request for a home demonstra 

tion before purchase; in fact, many of 
them insist on it as being the only satis 

factory method of doing business at all. 

As I have already said, a reliable re 
ceiver can be bought from eight guineas 
upwards, and while the dearer sets natur- 
ally possess greater range and give bette! 
reproduction, this does not mean that the 
cheap sets are not pleasant to the eye 
and capable of giving results pleasing to 
the ear. They are fully capable of doing 
both. Without hesitation I advise the 
average person to buy a factory-built 
receiver. To all practical intents and 
purposes the day of the home constructor 
is gone, particularly in this country. 
However, there are exceptions. But these 
exceptions need no words of advice from 
me, They are usually people deeply 
interested in the technicalities of things 
and with a gift for things mechanical. 
Home construction or assembly presents 
no terrors to them. 

But if. you are not mechanically in- 
clined, I strongly advise against the 
building of your own set. If my advice 
is taken, money will be saved, to say the 
least of it! 

I suggest that intending purchasers 
should buy with discrimination. Keep 
one eye on the appearance of the cabinet, 
by all means, but keep both ears on the 
sounds which come from the speaker. 
Remember, beforehand, that having made 
your choice, you will have to live with 
these sounds afterwards. With that 
knowledge in mind it should not be hard 
to keep the main quest clear—fidelity ol 
reproduction.

The gramophone 
companies who sense very keenly the pulse of 
their public have put forth greater efforts 
than ever this year to satisfy the taste and 
requirements of everybody, be it highbrow or 
low. The lists for the season simply teem 
with an abundance of good things, and the 
field is bewildering, every phase of entertain- 
ment being covered—from the latest departure 
in super hot rhythm’’ to the severest 
classic. But what is more important, there 
is something to suit every purse, and in its 
own sphere the one-and-sixpenny record of a 
popular dance band is turned out with as 
much attention and finish as the records of 
the different societies which cater for the 
classics 


FOUR GREAT TENORS 


The Christmas list of the H.M.V. Company 
is headed by such a galaxy of tenors as one 
has rarely seen together in one list. Out- 
standing is a re-creation of the “ greatest 
of them all,” Enrico Caruso, in two of his 
loveliest works—one, ‘‘ Recondita armonia,”’ 
the beautiful love song from Puccini’s Tosca, 
and the other the exquisite ‘‘ Agnus Dei,”’ 
from Bizet’s Mass.

As played on two twelye- 
inch’ double-sided records by the Philadelphia 
Orchestra, conducted by Leopold Stokowski, 
it shows the composer's masterly orchestra- 
tion and his novel touches. For instance, he 
brings into play the Celesta for the first time.

It is some time since Fritz Kreisler, the 
master violinist, figured in the lists, but it 
has been worth waiting for his reappearance 
with such a wonderful work as the recording 
of Mendelssohn’s Violin Concerto. The work 
is played with that air of genius which stamps 
all Kreisler’s playing—the slow movement is 
simply inspiring. 

And, whilst on the subject of instrumental 
music, there is a very fine new record by 
Simon Barer which is worth getting for his 
amazing playing of ‘‘ Study for the left hand 
ajone,” of Blumenfeld. 


LIGHT ENTERTAINMENT 


Let us look at some of the attractions in 
the way of light music and other entertain- 
ment. Nothing could be livelier than the 
vocal gems of the popular musical comedies, 
‘" The Desert Song” and “ Student Prince,”’ 
played and sung by the Light Opera Com- 
pany. Here are all those lovely tunes—the 
Riff Song, Desert Song, One Alone; Student 
Marching Song, the Drinking Song and Deep 
in ee asthe fact, all that made these 
comedies the most entertaining of the after- 
war vintage.

known] as ‘‘peaceful picketing’’ could be 
aided as a trespass against the rights 
of the|/owner of the soil of a public mgh- 
way. j|It also raised an interesting question 

of how far, on the sale of a business as a 

going (Concern, an existing trade dispute is 

passed jon to the purchasers with the good- 
will of |the business. 

Having referred to the formation of the 
plaintiff company in 1934, Mr. Justice 
Meredith said it took over most of the staff 
of another firm, but several, including a Mr. 
Busby,| who had been dismissed from the 
old firm, did not apply for employment by 
the plaintiffs. This was clearly due to the 
dismissal of Mr. Busby and other matters 
connected with employment by the old firm, 
and algo to what were understood to be the 
conditipns of employment of the company. 
Those jold employés who were not taken on 
were the defendants other than Thomas 
O’Gorman, who was the representative of 
the lodal trades union. The defendants then 
started picketing the premises, and in respect 
of that picketing the plaintiffs said that they 
had a lcause of action on two grounds. The 
first was that the acts of the defendants con- 
stituted a trespass; the plaintiffs alleging 
that they were the owners of the soil of the 
highway in Winthrop street, and that the 
defendants’ picketing was not a proper and 
reasonable user of the highway. The second 
ground was one of conspiracy to interfere 
with the plaintiffs in the conduct of their 
businegs. 


ALLEGED TRESPASS 


Mr. |Justice Meredith said that, as ards 
the alleged trespass, he had alread held in 
the present action that Section 2 of the Trades 
Disputes Act, 1906, did not preclude a plain- 
tiff who was the owner of land from showing 
that acts that are within the section, and 
in bosa lawful, were in a particular case

an infringement of his rights as such owner, 
and, therefore, a trespass, The section did not 
contain a statutory licence to commit a 
trespags. He did not hold on the pre- 
liminaty question, and was far from thinking 
that, when the question of whether in fact 
a trespass had been committed, the enact- 
ment of the Trades Disputes Act, 1906, had 
no bearing whatever on the question of what 
was a| reasonable user of the highway. it 
seemed to him that the acts contemplated by 
Sectioh 2 of the Trades Disputes Act were 
almost always acts performed on a public 
highway, and consequently the section seemed 
to him almost. a statutory recognition that 
the acts described were not necessarily a tres- 
ass, land that the reasonable user of the 
Ligtnabes included user by acts of the kind 
descti in the section. It was not sufficient 
to say that the acts in question were within 
the tion, and, therefore, not a trespass. 
8 no might be performed in such a: way 
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as not to be unreasonable, they might easily 
be performed. in such a way as to be un- 
reasonable, and thus to infringe the rights 
of the! owners of the soil. The mode of user 
must also keep in view the fundamental right 
of the public, which was one of passing and 
repassing on the highway, and it could never 
be less than a secondary or subsidiary inci- 
dent to that right. In “ peaceful picketing ’”’ 
the effort to effect compliance with this 
requirement might seem somewhat. farcical. 
But ‘| peaceful picketing ” had been going on 
ever since 1906 and long before it, and it 
would -seem rather late in the day to dis- 
cover |that, no matter how it was conducted, 
it wag a trespass on the rights of the owners 
of the soul. It was a form of traffic on the 
highway concentrated on a limited portion 
for the purpose of conveying information to 
pen who were unguestionably using the 
ighway in the normal manner, and it was 
coincident with their user for the purpose 
of reaching particular premises. The owner- 
ship pf the soil could hardly put these per- 
sons who were visiting the particular premises 
out of reach or-make it a protected area. 


PROCESS OF PICKETING 


Aftier dealing with the process of picketing 
carried on in front of the plaintiffs’ premises, 
Mr. jJustice Meredith said that he could fix 
on nothing in the evidence that would dis- 
tinguish the form of picketing as a kind that 
amounted to the abuse of the public right 
of user of the highway and a trespass. There 
was ho monopolising of the highway, as had 
been| suggested by some of the evidence for 
the. plaintiffs, and so he held. 

On| the question of conspiracy, Mr. Justice 
Meradith said that he had to hold that the 
acts |of the defendants were acts done in 
furtherance of a trades dispute. The whole 
history of the dispute made it clear that if 
the |matters in dispute, including the far- 
reaching question whether a company taking 
over|an existing business as a going concern 
must be regarded as starting, so to speak, 
with a clean slate, had béen submitted to 
arbitration, they would all have been such 
as were characteristic of trades disputes, and 
that; if the defendants’ demands had been 
met, the picketing would have been stopped, 
and| that was the test: not whether the 
demands and contentions were reasonable or 
not.) On these grounds he dismissed the 
action, with costs. 

Mr. H. J. Moloney, K.C., Mr. Gavan Duffy, 
K.C|, and Mr. Hungerford (instructed. by 
Messrs. McCarthy, Hanrahan and Moloney) 
appé¢ared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. J. M.

FORECASTED BY PLAY 


“This play,” he said, “‘ forecasts some of 
the amusing and embarrassing incidents thar 
might arise from the creation of the border 
between Northern and Southern Ireland. The 
facts of thé present case are another illustra- 
tion of a border comedy. The 
lands extend on both sides of the border of 
County Fermanagh and County Cavan. Ser- 
geant Lee, being suspicious about certain 
cattle which he observed in the plaintiff's 
lands on the Northern side of the border, 
was of a mind, for the purpose of arrest, 
to entice the plaintiff over the bofder into 
Northern Ireland—a line which at this point 
kas both position and magnitude, being a 
low wall, part of a ruined shed on the plain- 
tiff’s land. | 

“The local view of the border in that 
district seems to be that when the sergeant 
sat on the wall with his feet towards the 
North he was in Northern Ireland, and, if 
with his feet towards the South, he was in 
the Free State.” 


SPIDER AND FLY 


The sergeant, proceeded Mr. Justice 
Hanna, with an accompanying constable, 
came to the wall on Ist September, 1933, 
and, standing on the Northern side of the 
wall, blew his whistle, which ws under- 
stood to invite the plaintiff to come to him— 
in the manuer of the spider and the fly 
The plaintiff came up to his own side of the 
wall from his house. After some apparently 
friendly conversation about. the cattle, the 
sergeant, having sat down on-the wall with 
his feet towards the South, took a state- 
ment from the plaintiff as te the cattle and 
asked him to sign it. He handed the book 
to the plaintiff, who, having signed it, was 
handing it back, when the..sergeant seized 
him by the collar, and, with the assistance 
of the constable, endeavoured to drag him 
across the border into Northern Ireland. 
The plaintiff, who was a powerful man, 
was able to resist both of them, and, in a 
somewhat prolonged struggle, succeeded in 
rolling, along with the sergeant and con- 
stable, some distance down the hill on the 
Free State side, proclaiming all the time 
that they had no jurisdiction in the: Free 
State to arrest him or interfere with him 
and were committing an assault. 

‘The only unpleasant element,” said Mr. 
Justice Hanna, “is that it wag alleged that 
the Sergeant at one point drew his revolver, 
and the plaintiff called upon his son to bring 
his gun. Thereupon, undoubtedly, the 
situation contained elements of tragedy had 
not the Sergeant sent the constable for rein- 
forcements and discreetly retired behind a 
rock, where he lay down. During the interval, 
while reinforcements were being brought up, 
the plaintiff’s children solved the problem 
by driving the cattle back into the Free 
State.” 

It was in connection with this assault, 
proceeded Mr. Justice Hanna, that the plain- 
tiff brought, his action and was awarded 
damages. The Sergeant and the Constable 
had strongly maintained in their evidence 
that they had never crossed the, Border in 
any of their movements, and that no revolver 
was drawn, but they were disbelieyed by the 
jury, who found in their verdict that. un- 
lawful assault was committed in the Free 
State. The Circuit Judge had stated that 
he agreed with their conclusion that the 
assault was committed in the Free State, 
and with their verdict. 


IMPORTANT POINTS 


The case raised some novel and important 
questions about the jurisdiction of a Circuit 
Judge of the Free State in cases where a 
tort was committed in the Free State by 
a resident in Northern Ireland. The juris- 
diction of the Circuit Judge was based upon 
the construction of the Courts of Justice 
Act, 1924, Section 48 of which provided 
that in contract and tort, with certain 
exceptions, there was jurisdiction when the 
claim did not exceed £300. This was the 
‘limited jurisdiction’’ referred to in Article 
64 of the Constitution. The “territorial ” 
limits of the jurisdiction of the Circuit 
Court were defined by Section 52 of the Act. 
The ease under review fell under Clause 6, 
and for this purpose the Section read that 
the jurisdiction vested in or transferred to 
the Circuit Court in civil cases shall be 
exercised in a case of tort “by the judge 
for the time being assigned to the Circuit 
where the defendant or one of the defendants 
ordinarily resides or carries on any profession, 
business, or occupation.’ This was the 
'“Íocal ” jurisdiction referred to in Article 
64 of the Constitution. Inagmuch as the 
defendant ordinarily resided in Northern 
Ireland, this Section clearly entitled him to 
succeed in his objection to the jurisdiction. 
‘In my opinion,” said Mr. Justice Hanna, 
“ the Circuit Judge had no jurisdiction to 
hear this case.”’ 

JUDGMENT 
_ Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the sole ground relied 
upon by the appellant in support of his ap- 
peal was that the Circuit Judge had no juris- 
diction to try the action. It was common 
case that the appellant did not ordinarily re- 
side in or carry on any profession. business 
or Occupation in the Free State. e ques- 
tion involved turned upon the constructién of 
Sections 48 and 52 of the Courts of Justice 
Act, 1924. Prima facie, Section 48 conferred 
on the Circuit Court jurisdiction in all cases 
of contract and tort when the amount claimed 
did not exceed £300. Section 52, however, 
provided that the jurisdiction vested in the 
Cireuit Courts in a case like that in question 
should be exercised by the judge for the time 
being assigned to the Circuit whére the 
defendant or one of the defendants ordinarily 
resided or carried on any profession, business 
or occupation. | 
It had been contended by counsel for the 
respondent that Section 48 conferre eral | 
jurisdiction in all cases of tort where the 
claim did not exceed £300, and that Section 
52 was merely a procedure section providing 
for the distribution of business amongst the 
several Circuit Judges. It seemed to him 
that Section 48 could not properly be con- 
strned without reference to the other sections, 
including Section 52, and that the jurisdiction 
conferred upon the Circuit Court could only 
be exercised in the manner prescribed in the 
latter section. If he was right in this, the 
only judge who could exercise jurisdiction in 
an action for tort brought against a single 
defendant was the judge for the time being 
assigned to the Circuit where the defendant 
resided or carried on any profession, business 
or occupation. Where, as in this case, the 
defendant did not ordinarily reside or carry 
on any profession, business or Occupation in 
any part. of the Saorstat, it followed that no 
judge of the Cireuit Court had jurisdiction 
to try an action for tort against him. 
On the application of counsel for the re- 
spondent, the Court granted a certificate to 
enable him to appeal to the Supreme Court.

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JUSTICE LITTLE'S 
DECISION 
a 
ORDER TO DISCONTINUE 
COMPETITION 


——-&—— 


N the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
| District Justice Little gave his decision 
in the case in which Mr, Thomas O’Don- 
nell, editor of the Sunday Independent, was 
unlawfully published a 
certain proposal and scheme for the sale of 
chances in a lottery not authorised by the 
Act of Parliament—a proposal and scheme 
published in the Sunday ndependent news- 
paper for the sale of chances in the lottery 
called ‘* Opsits.”’ i 

Mr. Little found that the charges in re- 
lation to the two summonses in respect of 
competitions on September 15 and September 
29 were proved. 

Mr. O'Donnell was ordered to enter into 
recognisances, himself in a sam of £100 and 
two sureties of £200 each, and to appear for 
sentence if called upon within the next 
twelve calendar months. He was discharged 
conditionally and was baby the benefit of 
the Probation of Offenders Act. The de- 
fendant was also ordered to discontinue 
within seven days all the machinery and 
organisation for the conduct of the competi- 
tion, Mr. Little pointing out that the order 
gave Mr. O'Donnell liberty to publish the 
prize solution of last Sunday’s competition. 
The defendant was further ordered to pay to 
the Attorney-General within fourteen days 
the sum of fifty guineas costs in respect of 
each of the two orders 


REQUEST FOR STATED CASE 


Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., with Mr. Vaughan 
Wilson (instructed by Messrs. O'Connor and 
Dudley), for the defendant, applied for a 
stated case to the High Court, He said that 
his application was made on the following 
points of law :— 

(1) Whether Mr, Little was correct in ad- 
mitting the evidence of Inspector Wyer and 
Station-Sergeant Farrell, notwithstanding the 
objection taken by the defence; 

(2) Whether Mr. Little was correct in re- 
jecting ‘the evidence of Mr. Lee from Messrs. 


SOD ; 

(3) Whether Mr. Little was correct in hold- 
ing that skill, knowledge, industry, or re- 
search not being sufficient to ensure success, 
the competition was, therefore, a lottery ; 

(4) Whether Mr. Little was correct on a 
point of law in holding that the evidence 
established (a) that the competition con- 
stituted a lottery within the meaning of the 
Lottery Act, 1823, and (b) that the offence 
charged was proved, 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Kevin Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted, said that he did not 
think that Mr. Little ought to be rushed into 
granting a case stated, 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that the defence had 
seven days under the rules by which they 
could apply in writing for a stated case, or 
by an appeal to the Circuit Court. The 
defence would consider which would be the 
better course. The defendant would enter 
into recognisances. 


JUSTICE’S DECISION 


The Justice, after reviewing the arguments 
and the evidence, said that much had been 
argued as to the legal meanings to be given 
to the words ‘‘lottery”’ and “chance.” He 
could not accept the view that those words, 
when used in the Statute, were so used as 
interchangeable terms. He was satisfied that 
the wo “lottery”? and “chance” were 
in the Statute used disjunctively, and that 
they possessed each of them meanings which 
were not shared by the other, and were not 
words of mere redundancy. What then was 
the meaning of the words “lot” and 
“chance”? In law the definition found apt 
illustration in the legal term. “ chance- 
medley.” ‘“‘Lot’’ would mean a particular 
instance of which “chance” was the generali- 
sation. 

_As to the condition imposed by the pub- 
lished rules of the competitions, that the 
editor’s decision should be final, he found 
that the action of the defendant in delegating 
the decision in the case of the competition 
of September 29 to the art editor, Mr. 
Sandes, was capable of but one construction 
—namely, an admission that in the opinion 
of the defendant, no special skill, knowledge, 
dexterity, judgment or intelligence, or indeed 
application was necessary for the pricking or 
starring of the winning solutions for com- 
petition No. 70; and, further, upon the ad- 
mission that to Mr. Sandes had been so 
delegated the work of pricking or starring 
the winning solutions for four out of the 
seventy Or CP OA gs he found evidence of a 
system established by the defendant, con- 
firmatory of his finding that no skill, 
knowledge, dexterity, judgment or intelli- 
gence or a beyond that of having arrived 
at the use of reason was necessary for the 
pricking or starring of the winning solutions. 
The only evidence given by any one of 
the adventurers in the winning of any of 
the serial competitions known as ‘‘ Opsits”’ 
was the evidence of Mr. Galbraith, who dis- 
closed, CAE other facts, that on some 
occasions he did not compete because, in his 
own words, “he would not take the odds.” 


THE DOMINANT NOTE 


The dominant note of the competition was 
its appeal to the largest class, and to that 
class it said: “We nmst go on experiment- 
ing; for we know neither whither we go, 
nor, if we arrive, do we know that we have 
got there.” Mr. Smith (author of “‘ Opsits ’’) 
was, for his admirers, what, in the days of 
the Pharaohs and the Ptolemys, the Sphinx 
of Egypt was for their subject ‘races. Each 
con had its pro; each pro had its . con. 
Every lunatic had his case; every fool was 
baffled by ‘‘ another side ''—and the Sphinx 
had her thousand answers to every ten 
questions. ' | 

As to the argument of Mr. Wilson, that 
in all games there was an element of chance— 
and he instanced that most popular of sports, 
golf, a game in relation to the pursuit of 
which the most hopeless of players concealed 
in his or her bosom the conviction or the 
possession of skill, intelligence, knowledge 
and dexterity—the answer was “ Yes, there 
is an element of chance ”; but upon the 
green there was but one pin and one flag, 
not sixty pins and sixty tags. 

He was coerced to the finding that, as to 
each of the two offences charged, the charges 
were proved, but before he would co ct 
and determine the punishment he was bound, 
as in all criminal causes or matters, to con- 
sider the character, antecedents and circum- 
stances affecting the position held in the com- 
munity by the defendant. The defendant 
was a citizen, hitherto of unimpeachable 
character. Mr. Maguire, for the prosecution, 
stated there was no suggestion of fraud; no 
suggestion of ulterior motive; no motive 
political or social concealed in the background ; 
no suggestion that the competition was im. 
properly conducted by the defendant. 
Judgment was given as above.

Srr,—Surely, in the words of our Presi- 
dent, Mr. de Valera, the news in the papers 
of the Italian-Abyssinian peace terms make 
‘sorry reading.” Is the British Govern- 
ment once again to demonstrate that, having 
appealed to its peoples on certain points, and 
having been elected with a great majority to 
carry these proposals into effect, its utter 
and entire disregard of the mandate given to 
them’ Let it be pointed out in this instance 
that not only did they appeal to the British 
eople, but they appealed to the world at 
bia which gave them almost unqualified 
approval and suppor: in the lead they took 
to uphold the rights of small nations and 
the territorial integrity of a member of the 
League of Nations. Never had the prestige 
of Great Britain soared so high; but so high 
as it has soared in these last months, so low 
it is now. Down into the mud and the 
utter the honour of England has been 
spel if even only half of these peace 
proposals are true. These are the tactics 
that breed dictatorship or make revolutions, 
and let the British Government read the 
writing on the wall, because in these days of 
such a well-informed Press, wireless activity, 
etc., the world is too well educated, and the 
nations, foremost among whom lies their own, 
will not tolerate such cynicism. . 

You cannot appeal vo all that is chivalrous 
in man’s nature, you cannot fan the spark of 
justice and truth in human hearts on behalf 
of a weak and helpless nation, however back- 
ward that nation may be, and then throw it 
into the lion’s mouth. That spark will con 
sume the Government that attempts it. Alas, 
for the high hopes the world had placed in 
Mr. Anthony Eden. I write with sorrow 
and shame, for I am one of those who, rightly 
or wrongly.. have been called '' Irish 
Loyalists,’ loving our country with all our 
hearts, and seeing nothing incompatible with 
that and igh, in for the English people, 
plus’ loyalty to the British Crown.. How 
often has it been pointel to me by com- 

atriots thas nothing was ever got from 
England except what was wrung out of her 
by blood and murder; that her Governments 
were elected time and after time to redress 
the undoubted grievances of [reland, only 
to repudiate their mandate when once safely 
in the saddle. 

In the Italiau-Abyssinian dispute they took 
the lead at the bar of the nations of the 
world; are they now to stand in the dock?’ 
A famous prelate has said if ‘‘ Mussolini 

oes down the cause of God goes down.” 
Not so; the cause of God is the cause of 
justice, truth and peace, and is never tied to 
the chariot of mana lust for power. We 
read that Sir Samuel Hoare was ordered for 
reasons of ill-health to take a rest. During 
this proscribed period he had the meeting 
and conference with Monsieur Laval. Is a 
sick man the right man to deal with such a 
situation? His agreed peace proposals, which 
have received the stamp of approval of the 
British Government, have alienated the 
sympathy, not to say the respect, of the 
nations of the world, foremost among whom 
stands the United States of Amierica, and 
last, but not least, the last remnants of sym- 
pathy in many Irish hearts. We can at least 
still hope that the voice of our President 
will be raised at Geneva against the dismem- 
berment of a small nation, and this time he 
cannot be accused of “ backing up England."’

HIS most entertaiming autobiography 
opens in 1914 with:the author trying 
to enter the Army. He is repeatedly re- 
jected, however, because of his spectacles ; 
but in the end he persuades the examining 
doctor to play him a five-set tennis match 
—if he wins he goes to war, if not, not. 
The doctor’s daughter, and the temporary 
light of the author's life, is the umpire. 
After a severe struggle the author is within 
an ace of game, set and match, but then 
he is heaten by a lob of the doctor’s which 
lands in the centre of the backline. 
“ Out,” cries the umpire, '“ Game, set, 
match ”; and immediately she flies for 
safety out of her father’s grasp. The 
doctor, however, admits himself beaten, 
and the author goes to war. 


The Tsar's Brandy 


His account of his life, or rather exist- 
ence, as-a recruit is very funny indeed ; 
and then comes the day. when he is sent to 
India, and sabssquently to do battle with 
the Turks. He is wounded in the hand— 
this scene is so skilfully described that you 
can almost feel his suiferings—sent home, 
and he applies for work in the Labour 
Battalion, despairing of being allowed to 
do anything else.

T seems to me that quite a number of 
our literary men, who shall be name-" 
less, possess a grievously distorted idea 
of their own magnitude in the firmament 
of letters. That, admittedly, is a pardon- 
able failing, which has been shared by 
literary men of all ages and countries ; and 
it would not matter very much if a similar 
cloudiness.of vision did not prevail among 
their hangers-on, those parasites of litera- 
ture—or better, perhaps, of hterary men— 
who swarm in Dublin like locusts in the 
Hedjaz, and deafen the counsels of honest 
people with their chirpings. 

It is largely by virtue of these parasites 
that hardly any of our Irish writers, 
except the very biggest noises, sits down to 
write a book without having convinced 
himself that he is about to turn out a 
work of genius. Poets are subject to the 
disease in all countries, but here in Ire- 
land it afflicts every scribbler—novelist, 
biographer, playwright, or what you will. 
Take note, please, that I have excepted the 
very biggest noises. .They know exactly 
what they are worth, which is generally a 
great deal, and have long since shed the 
delusions of grandeur which affect the 
aspiring artist who can barely do more 
than string a twenty-word sentence 
together.

As a matter of fact, when we survey 
these larger figures, the distortion ap- 
pears to. work in the opposite way.  Llre- 
land possesses within her borders at least 
one poet and one dramatist whose inter- 
national reputation is infinitely higher 
than. most of us imagine. Naming no 
names, Í propose to recount an experience 
A year or two ago Í was reading an 
American magazine af the most respect- 
able type—a journal whose opinions on 
literature and art are pretty well the 
criterion of criticism in the English lan- 
guage—and found the name of this drama- 
tist of ours quoted as one of the four 
remier writers of comedy living to-day. 
ater, in a French journal of the highest 
standing, I saw him referred to im the 
easual fashion in which one refers to 
somebody whose eminence is unchal- 
lenged; and again, in the course of an 
article in the Milan Corriere della Sera, I 
came across a third reference in much 
the same _ vein. The article was a 
criticism of a new Italian dramatist. and 
contained some such phrase as: “He has 
a long way to go, of course, before he can 
hope to be a ’ and there followed the 
name of this playwright of ours, who gets 
more kicks than compliments among the 
demi-intelligentsia of Dublin.

But that.is not the way in which we 
usually look at things. Far commoner 
here is the habit of approaching every 
Irish book as if it were something alto- 
gether new, altogether lofty, and packed 
with genius. And, even when somebody’s 

ok proves an unquestioned flop,the para- 
sites continue to chirp that it has a big 
idea behind it, and the author battens on 
the belief that he is half a century in 
advance of his times. There are half a 


}dozen comparatively unknown people in 


Dublin who could turn out an excellent 
and workmanlike novel with a plot in it; 


but, which of them would deign to do it? 
| The trouble is that they regard themselves 


on the scale of a Joyce or a Proust. They 
like to see themselves as “artists,” as 
manufacturers of new ‘“forms,”’§ as 
leaders of thought, as ‘‘ creators,’’ in- 
stead of the competent hack-writers which 
is all that most of them are fit to be. 
I am ready to admit that the quantity of 
really important work that emanates irom 
Ireland is surprisingly large for so 
small a country; but I cannot fail to 
i recognise that quite a number of Irish 
books which are hailed with rapture in 
Dublin are just as good as, and certainly 
no better than, half a dozen English books 
that tumble from the presses at the same 
time. 


Workmen Wanted! 


That we tend to magnify every Irish 
book is not altogether our own fault. It 
is largely due to the English critics’ 
curious adoration of every Irish writer. 
Politically, economically, socially, morally 
this country can do nothing right in the 
eyes of most English people; but hand a 
eross-Channel eritic a book by an Irish 
author, and he will bow down and worship. 
There is hardly an exception among the 
critics. Give them six novels by the most 
capable English, Scottish and Welsh 
writers, together with one Irish novel of 
no importance whatever, and the Irish 
novel will get half a column, against the 
few lines apportioned to each of the others. 
With such advocacy, it is hard to blame 
our scribblers when they develop the 
dreamy eyes and the pontifical tread, pro- 
nounce on freedom of thought, and make 
speeches about art and genius. But I am 
sighing for the day when the aspiration of 
the literary lads im this cowntry will be 
to prove themselves competent workmen, 
which most of them can be, instead of the 
spiritual leaders which so many of them 
are not.

‘The toonography of the First Duke of 
Wellington. By Lord Gerald Weliesiey and 
John Steegmann. With 48 Plates. Foreword 
by Philip Guedalla.

HE personal appearance ‘of the great 
Duke of Wellington is as familiar as 
the legendary songs about him. but is it 
accurate? We know that hooked nose, 
sunk cheeks, jutting chin and chiselled 
smile. These features are impressed on 
our imagination like those features which 
caricaturists use when they create visual 
legends of the public men of the day. 
Wellington lived before the age of the 
camera, and so it is not easy to check 
the legend: but the elaborate effort made 
in the sumptuous book now before us is 
interesting for a double reason. 
In the first place, as Mr. Guedalla 
reminds us, the portrait of a man is one 
of the most telling pieces of evidence that 
an historian can find—more telling by far 
than most documents. The true portrait 
of Wellington tells us what manner of 
man he was more convincingly than many 
letters. In the second place, the variations 
which we find in sketches, paintings, busts, 
show us how far artists’ testimony may 
be trusted. Goya, that wonderful Spanish 
artist, sketched Wellington after Sala- 
manca ; and, as the reproduction shows, he 
saw him as a Spaniard. Others saw him 
as a Frenchman. In trath, the many. 
portraits here assembled differ astonish- 
ingly, but it is possible to make a mental 
synthesis. 

The death mask .agrees with the 
legendary image more closely than any 
single drawing. On the whole, the 
legendary image is the composite portrait ; 
it seems fairly just. Yet it is stark. It 
lacks the subtlety which appears in many 
of the paintings, wherein artists caucht 
something of the real man which was not 
in the features that he ‘‘ faced the world 
with,” as Browning would put it.

HAMNe made expeditions into the 
depths of Africa by foot and by 
motor car, Martin Johnson and his wife 
decided to see how seaplanes could aid 
them im their search for animal photo- 
graphs. ° This happy book is the record of 
their success. At first it seemed that the 
difficulties were too great. Petrol and oil 
had to be distributed throughout 
‘thousands of miles of barely civilised 
country; they had few and imadequate 
maps for flying, and landing places had to 
be built out of swamps and deserts before 
the expedition could begim. At last, how- 
ever, all preparations were made, and the 
author and his party set off on the '' most 
thrilling expedition it has been our 
privilege to lead in twenty years or more 
of fascmating expedition work.’’ 

The most valuable part of this book in- 
evitably is the two Gaadved and thirty- 
five photographs of big game, of Africa 
seen from the air, and of the two beauti- 
ful. seaplanes, one painted with zebra 
stripes, the other with giraffe markings.

Tax Gathering 5 


The season of peace and goodwill is 
almost upon us, but it will be marred, as 
usual, by one discordant note. In a little 
more than a fortnight the average citizen, 
surrounded by his family and a more or 
less useful collection of presents, will be 
congratulating himself that the Christmas 
festivities have passed off so well. He 
may even be reflecting that there are 
compensations for his vanished bank 
balance, and, as in former years, he will 
have forgotten: altogether the shock that 
awaits him. It is at this season that the 
income tax collector, with a refinement of 
cruelty which is hardly credible, presents 
his impossible demand for money. Even 
with the recollection of his past unkind- 
ness, however, and the prospect of more to 
come on New Year's Day, we must spare a 
thought for the record ot his own mis- 
fortunes, as given in the Journal of the 
Income Tax Payers’ Society. In Czecho- 
slovakia, for example, he has been saddled 
by the Government with a very difficult 
task ; for, in addition to his usual duties, 
he has been directed to convince the public 
‘that tax collectors are not a set of 
heartless skinflints.’’ In France at least 
one collector has been bewildered by the 
arrival outside his front door of an 
enormous load of bricks, sent by a manu- 
facturer who had decided to pay his dues 
in kind. Indian members of the fraternity 
have to cope with the fact that two out of 
three returns are not only false, but bear 
false names; and from Cape Town comes 
the most curious story of all. Most of the 
victims, it appears, forgot that a thirty 
per cent. rebate was in operation this year, 
and their oversight in sending in more 
money than was demanded gave so much 
pain to the tax collectors that the Receiver 
of Revenue has drawn attention to their 
grievance through the public Press. Many 
Irishmen will wish that they could give 
pleasure to the tax collector by the simple 
means which now can be employed by the 
citizens of Cape Town.

More 
over, Assab has been much developed 
under Italian rule.

The following is the Franco-British

EXCHANGE OF TERRITORIES 


The Governments of Great Britain and 
France agree to recommend the following 
exchanges of territory between Ethiopia 
and Italy :— 

Cession to Italy of Eastern Tigre, 
approximately limited on the south by the 
River Gheva and on the west by a line 
running from north to south passing 
between Aksum on the Ethiopian side and 
Adowa on the eastern side. 

Rectification of frontiers between the 
Danakil country and Eritrea, leaving to 
the south of the boundary line Aussa and 
the extent of Eritrean territory necessary 
to give Ethiopia an outlet to the sea to 
be defined below.

Rectification of frontier between the 
Ogaden and Italian Somaliland. Starting

R. BUCK RUXTON was at Lancaster 
yesterday committed for trial at 
Manchester Assizes, charged with the 
murders of Isabella Ruxton and Mary 
Jane Rogerson. 

He stood in the dock with head bowed 
low on his chest and his right hand hang- 
ing limply on the rail in front of him as 
the Clerk read over the charge relating to 
Mary Rogerson. 

‘“T sincerely plead not guilty and 
reserve my defence, and I shall prove it,’ 
he said. : 

The formalities of the committal on this 
charge were completed, and the charge 
relating to Isabella Ruxton was read out. 

Dr. Ruxton gripped the dock rail and 
said: “ Sir, 1 plead not guilty and reserve 
my defence.’’ | 

Then he broke down. With the words 
‘ it is too much,” he brought out a hand- 
kerchief and sobbed in the dock. 

The magistrates decided to allow costs 
for two counsel at the trial. 

Dr. Ruxton turned on his heel while the 
question of costs was being considered 
and walked slowly down the steps leading 
to the cells. Tears appeared to be welling 
into his eyes as he took a last look round 
the court. 

The police court proceedings lasted 
twelve Ea and 209 exhibits—a number 
believed to constitute a record for a 
criminal case in Great Britain—were pru- 
duced. 

Altogether there were 115 witnesses, and 
it is estimated that the depositions amount 
to more than 100,000 words.

ETCHINGS 
asonspiiiréiusosoi 
A CHANGE OF VALUES

LONDON, Friday. 
The art collection formed by the late Mr. 
Ernest C, Innes, dispersed at Christie's 


to-day, was notable for the inclusion of 
Rembrandt’s famous Jan Six, the friend 
of many years. Seven years ago the little 
piece of Japan paper which had descended 
direct from Jan Six realised £8,200 at the 
Six sale at Amsterdam. This was extrava- 
gant enthusiasm, and a revision took place 
to-day, when, after an opening bid of 1,000 
guineas, there was a follow-on of 2,500 
guineas and then a capturing one of 
2,600 guineas ‘Messrs. Colnaghi). 

The collection of Rembrandt etchings 
brought in about £5,000, and included, in 
addition to the Jan Six, the famous 
‘“ Three Trees’’ (540 guineas), not so big 
a price as that realised ia the Lawson 
sale thirty years ago. 

Rembrandt’s long, oblong plate, “ Christ 
Ciucified Between Two Thieves,’’ brought 
460 guineas; ‘‘The Presentation in the 
Temple ' 420 guineas, and “ Christ Between 
His Parents ” (a temple scene) 135 guineas, 

A Gainsborough portrait was a great 
feature, ‘‘ Richard Ottley,’’ 29 inches by 
254 inches, bringing 1,800 guineas. 

The Dutch pictures prevailed to-day, and 
a portrait by Nicholas Maes of Dr. 
Heinsius, a great philologist, realised 840 
guineas. The Innes art collection was now 
sold by order of the executor of Mr. 
Innes’s widow. -Christie’s total to-day was 
£21,000, and several “ thousand pounders ”’ 
contributed to it. 

A Rembrandt picture of an old lady 
realised 1,250 guineas. At the Dutch Art 
Exhibition it was attributed to Ferdinand 
Bol, but now a better judgment has pre- 
vailed, and Rembrandt’s signature has 
been found.

EPUTY MacDERMOT has put his 
foot in it and stirred it round. 
Some such calamity has been threatening 
for a week or more by reason of Deputy 
MacDermot’s new-found, and rather 
furious, independence; but yesterday 
morning in the Dail it materialised beyond 
argument. i ; 
he subject under discussion was the 
composition of the Committee to inquire 
into the rights of the petition directed 
against the Speaker’s ruling of Jast Wednes- 
day that the Land Purchase Bill was a 
money bill. President de Valera had put 
forward the Attorney-General, Deputy 
James Geoghegan and Deputy William 
Norton as the three representatives of the 
Dail. Deputy O'Sullivan, for the Opposi- 
tion, complained strongly that the Govern- 
ment ‘‘ had packed the jury with its own 
supporters,”” 

As is now agp Deputy MacDermot 
took exception to such violence on the part 
of the Opposition. In his own view, he 
felt confident that the Land Purchase Bill 
in actual fact was a money bill, but he 
had added his name to the petition because 
he felt that the question should be 
examined. He felt “ absolutely certain,” 
however, that, if Fine Gael were in office, 
they would put forward identically the 
same argument as were proferred in this 
case by the Government, and that the 
Government would make the _ identical! 
reply made by Fine Gael. He had annoyed 
his late colleagues thoroughly by now, but 
more was to come. 


ALMOST GENEROUS 


He thought President de Valera “had 
not behaved at all badly ” in this choice 
of a Committee, and had been almost 
generous to a fault in his selection of 
Deputy Norton. If the President had 
made a strictly non-party choice of those 
who were to represent the Dail, there was 
no guarantee that the Senate would have 
not put forward three anti-Government 
Senators on their side. And there was 
still more to come. “Let us face this 
situation realistically,’’ said Deputy 
MacDermot. He pointed out that the 
President had his majority ; it was simply 
a matter of voting, and there was nothing 
more to be said about it. 

When, however, Deputy Dillon arose to 
say a very great deal about it, Deputy 
MacDermot’s unlucky error quickly was 
revealed. 

Deputy Dillon immediately got on to 
Deputy MacDermot’s ‘‘ sneers at parlia- 
mentary procedure.’’ ‘‘ Quote one word 
in support of that suggestion,’’ demanded 
Deputy MacDermot, realising apparently 
the mess he had got himself into. Deputy 
Dillon continued imperturbably with some- 
thing about ‘‘ an obstreperous deputy who 
forgot he had been transferred from the 
rough and tumble of the House to a Com- 
mittee of parliamentary liberties.’’ Later 
Deputy Hugo Flinn, for the Government, 
added more fuel to Deputy MacDermot’s 
burning discomfort. 


BETWEEN TWO POLES 


“Deputy MuacDermot,’’ said Deputy 
Hugo Flinn, with infinite satisfaction, 
‘‘has been in the inner councils of the 
U.I. Party.” Bitingly he pointed out 
that Deputy MacDermot now had exposed 
“the unctuous rectitude of Deputy 
Dillon’’ as ‘‘ organised hypocrisy.’ 
Deputy MacDermot was ready to submit 
to the Fianna Fail majority ; but Deputy 
Dillon, in opposition to his late colleague, 
went on making long speeches about tiie 
rights of the majority. Deputy Flinn 
seemed to thank Deputy MacDermvt 
warmly for his exposé. Deputy MacDermot 
frequently protested that 2 had been mis- 
represented, and that he never had said 
any such thing; but the damage was done. 
He now is suspended between the two poles 
of Fianna Fail and Fine Gael, end both 
poles exercise a repulsive influence. 


STAGE IRISHMAN 


The debate on the composition of this 
Committee generally was cheerfully 
malicious, except when Deputy Belton took 
offence: at Deputy Flinn. Deputy 
Flinn, to ‘‘ mark by a ludicrous story 
a ludicrous situation, ' told a 
story of a “ little lady’’ who was told 
that she was “the belle of the funeral.’’ 
The laughter was not noticeably 
abandoned at the end, but Deputy Belton 
cried out in fury: “ It's a disgrace— 
you're the stage Irishinan. I broke up a 
show in West London thirty years ago 
when an Irishman was misrepresented— 
no such funeral could take place in Ire- 
land.”

wasn't he?” said an inquiring voice from

MERE OBSTRUCTION 


For the rest the President, laughing 
heartily, gave it as his opinion that the 
petition questioning the Speaker’s ruling 
was mere obstruction. The Opposition had 
suggested that Deputy Costello, as the 
ex-Attorney-General, should take the 
place of Deputy Geoghegan, and 
Mr. MacEntee gave his opinion of 
Deputy Costello.as a constitutional lawyer. 
He was “variable and uncertain, and ’’— 
with a merry smile—‘‘ disreputable in 
advocacy.’’ There was no question that 
the bill was a money bill, and the whole 
thing was mere obstruction. Later, 
Deputy Dillon warned the Government 
that a precedent of packing committees 
was being set up for the first time in the 
history of the State by the first President 
in the history of the State to be elected 
by Fianna Fail, but without much 
apparent effect.

A BILL'S STORMY PASSAGE 


It is not without interest that it is in

The importance of this lay in the 
fact that under the Constitution the Senate 
is precluded from doing other than making 
recommendations regarding it: it cannot 
either amend or delay a “ money bill.” 


OPPOSITION’S CHALLENGE 


The Speaker did certify it te be a 
“money bill?” and immediately the 
Opposition deputies proceeded, as alreadv 
stated, to challenge this decision in the 
form prescribed in the Constitution. The 
Senate is given a period of not more than 
twenty-one days in which to consider and 
return such a bill to the Dail. The

Speaker’s .certificate was given late on 
Wednesday night, and the Guarantee Fund 
Bill appeared on the Order Paper of the 
Senate for second reading on Thursday. 
It was not taken, for the reason, as stated 
by the Chatrman, that he had been in- 
formed by reports in the newspapers that 
the ruling that the bill ‘was a ‘‘ money 
bill”’ was about to be chailenged. Sup- 
porters of the Government in the Senate 
took offence at this decision of their Chair- 
man, and immediately took appropriate 
steps to have it contested.

INTERESTING OCCASION 


In view: of these developments the meet- 
ing of the Senate on next Wednesday will 
be of unusual interest. The first business 
on the Order Paper will be the selection 
of three Senators to represent that House 
on the Select Committee which is to con 
sider the complaint against the Speaker 
of the Dail. The Dail itself yesterday 
selected three deputies to represent 1t. 
These were: .The Attorney-General, Mr. 
James Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. W. 
Norton. Seeing that the Government in 
ths Dail declined to put any representa- 
tive of the largest party on the Opposition 
side on the Committee, it is probable that 
an effort will be made to secure repre- 
sentation in that House. ° The Government 
nominees will probably be Mr. M. Comyn, 
K.C.;: Mr. P. Lynch, K.C.; and Mr. W. 
Quirke, while the Opposition may put for- 
ward by Mr. FE.

SIGNING THE WARRANT 


The Senate on next Wednesday will also 
have before it a request from the Dail 
to give its final approval to the Bill 
for the Abolition of the Senate. This will 
be a historic occasion. In some respects, 
as a prominent Irishman stated yesterday, 
it will be comparable with the celebrated 
event in 1800, when an Irish Parliament 
was invited to vote itself out of 
existence. In this case, it is true, it 
is only a branch of the Legislature 
which is asked to countersign its own 
death warrant. But that it will 
be an event of which the historian of the 
future will take note cannot be doubted, 
and the names of those who will be the 
chief actors.can be assured of a permanent 
record. 

As has already been pointed out, the 
fate of the Senate is now inevitable. The 
result of Wednesday’s vote can only hasten 
or delay its coming into operation. If a 
sufficient number of Senators are present 
to approve of the Government’s proposal, 
the bill can be sent to the Governor- 
General the same evening to receive the 
King’s sanction. If, on the other hand, a 
majority is opposed to it, the bill will lie 
for a further period of sixty days, dating 
from Thursday, December 12th. This will 
mean that by the 12th February next the 
Senate will have finally ceased to exist.

Joe Louis beat Paolino Uzcudun in 
their fight last night at Madison Square 
Garden, New York. He won on a technical 
knock-out in the fourth round, the referee 
stopping the contest. 

Uzeudun, who had never been knocked 
out, was expected to prove a great test 
for the negro. He was the first to launch 
an offensive, landing to the body and 
following with a left to the negro’s head. 
Louis warmed up, and got in a fine upper- 


eut, which he followed up with a left jab. ! 


On the whole, there was very little action. 

In the second round Paolino continued 
to keep a careful eye on Louis’s. left, 
which he countered very well. The negro, 
however, managed to land several good left 
jabs, while Uzcudun got in a right to the 
body and a left to the jaw. A terrific 
right hook made the Basque wince. 

In the third round both opened out a 
little. Louis landed a hard right hook 
to the jaw, to which Paolini replied with 
a left to the body. Louis was ever on the 
look-out for an opening to whip in his 
deadly left. This, like the first two, was 
Louis 's round. 

Tn the fourth round Paolino rushed in 
like a wild bull, only to be pulled up 
sharply by a left to the jaw. The Spaniard 
then made a fatal mistake. Trying to 
lead, he lett himself open for a fraction, 
This was quite long enough for the alert 
negro, who crashed in a terrific right hook 
to the jaw tv put his opponent down.

HE SPEAKER said that. he had accepted 
I short notice that the subject selected 
fór debate on the motion for the ad- 
journment was the necessity Íor arriving at 
a settlement of the economic dispute with 
Great Britain. 
Mr. DILLON (U.L, Donegal), on the 
motion for the adjournment, said that, am, 
it as being generally accepted by the rationa 
deputies of that House that the economic 
war should be brought to a close, he wished 
to draw the attention of the House to another 
cause of distress which the agricultural com- 
munity was suffering. It arose from the 
kind of tariffs the Fianna Fail: Government 
had been imposing since it came into office. 
Customs and Excise duties had risen by one 
and a quarter millions since then, and the 
people bearing most of the burden were 
agricultural labourers and small farmers. 
he deputy Went on to refer to the ordinary 
Christmas purchases of a small farmer, 
which, he said, would be made in tens of 
thousands of cases between now and Christ- 
mas Day. -That parcel of ds which the 
small~farmer’s wife would buy would con- 
sist of so much tea, sugar, currants, raisins, 
flour and tobacco, and would cost a sum of 
25s. 1lld., of which 9s. 10d. would go into 
the Exchequer. The agricultural labourer 
earning. £1 a week would be constrained by 
poverty into buying half that quantity of 
goods. His bill would be 13s., and out of 
that he would pay 5s. to the Exchequer, 
and. in addition, he had to pay his rates 
and the rent of his cottage. 


HIGH TARIFF WALLS 


Certain commodities were being made in 
this country as cheaply and as well as could 
be obtained. outside the country. The pre- 
sent tariff policy, however, was injuring not 
only the consuming class, but industry itself. 
The President knew that there were in- 
dividuals sheltering behind tariff walls o 
175 per cent. who were not giving value for 
the money they were getting from the people 
of this country. There were industries which 
this country ought to have, and which they 
would all be glad to co-operate in establish- 
ing, but they felt that a reckless tariff 
system that put a tariff on one commodity 
on Monday and on the raw material oí: that 
commodity on Tuesday, without any regard 
to the repercussions of one tariff on the other, 
was not a sound policy. 

There was nothing inconsistent between the 
promotion of Irish industry and a high 
standard of living for everyone in the 
country. They all wanted industry to 
prosper and progress, but they would not 
stand for the use of tariffs for the purpose of 
taxing the food and necessities of the poor, 
nor for the false arguinent, that criticism of 
that policy was an attempt to sabotage 
industry.

EXTRAORDINARY DEMANDS 
BY PRISONERS 


Earlier in the day Mr. PATRICK SMITH 
(F.F., Cavan) asked the Minister for De- 
fence whether his attention had been called 
to the allegations of ill-treatment ' made 
recently by ex-prisoners from Arbour Hill 
Prison; and whether he would cause those 
allegations to be investigated. 

Mr. FRANK AIKEN, Minister for De- 
fence, in a written reply, said that he had 
seen the allegations to which the deputy 
referred, and had already caused a minute 
and careful investigation to be made into 
them. He was satisfied that the charges of 
iti-treatment were completely false. Dering 
the months of June, July, August and Sep- 
tember, two groups of prisoners made de- 
mands, which they. were warned could not 
be conceded: They followed up those im- 
possible demands by refu@ug to leave their 
cells, by refusing food for a- few days, and, 
‘in a few cases, bi attacking their guards. 

The first group demanded, among other 
concessions, a wireless set and a swimming 
pool; the second group demanded a wireless 
set and food to be served to one of them 
by a prisoner nominated by him.

STAY-IN STRIKE 


Since then the prisoners were accepting the 
prison conditions which were open to them 
all the time, and were now taking exercise, 
receiving visits and- writing letters in the 
normal way. During those months, however, 
the prisoners pi a lot of unnecessary 
hardships to themselves and trouble to the 
prison authorities, and all fer concessions 
which neither themselves nor their friends out- 
side believed to be justified. In addition to 
refusing exercise, a umber of prisoners 
hasticaded themselves on two occasions in 
their cells. Towards the end of the period, 
when the prisoners saw they were getting 
nowhere with their stay-in strike, some of 
them became violent and assaulted their 
guards, with the result that a couple of the 
prisoners received minor bruises, and two of 
the guards were so injured that one of them 
was on sick leave for a fortnight and the 
other for three days:

PLEA FOR LIBERAL 
SUPPORT

Dr. J. C. Martin presided at the annual 
meeting of the Royal Medical Benevolent 
Fund Society of Ireland, in the Royal College 
of Physicians, Dublin, yesterday. 

The annual report, read by Sir John Wilham 
Moore, M.D., stated that the increase in 
income from subscriptions that had been 
recorded in the previous year had not been 
maintained, and shere was a decline from that 
source of £59 14s. 1d. The sum subscribed 
in 1934 was £783 4s. 9d., as compared with 
£723 10s. 8d. in 1935. During the year the 
income dyom isivestments no longer exhibited 
á loss, but in fact showed a slight increase. 
They had received considerable assistance 
from several societies and associations during 
the year. . The society of St. Vincent de 
Paul had exerted a general supervision over 
some of their most deserving cases, to whom 
thev had administered their grants. 

The committee were glad to record a 
revival of activity im the Cork branch. In 
the last year 50 new subseribers had been 
enrolied in that area. The South Tipperary 
branch also had been revived. 

The report mentioned with regret the 
deaths of several prominent members of the 
society. 

Dr. T. Hennessy, proposing the adoption of 
the report, said that doctors had to undertake 
many dangerous cases, and often contracted 
fatal illnesses. He thought that the pro- 
vision of assistance for their dependents un 
their deaths should be a matter for the 
State. By all means, they should Jeep up the 
veluntary side, but that did not relieve the 
State of its duties to its medical officers. 
Many a widow at the moment would he 
glad to get the pension which was to be 
provided even for the agricultural labourer. 

The Chairman (Dr. J. C. Martin) said that 
he thought that the fund should receive more 
support from the country generally. As one 
who had been associated with the fund m 
Donegal, he knew the difficulties of the local 
secretaries, but he thought that every effort 
should be made to get every member of the 
profession to give at least ten shijlings a 
vear. If the members of the profession knew 
of the numerous really pathetic demands that 
were made on the fund it would drive home 
to them the great usefulness of the fund, and 
the returns might be better. ‘ 

The motion was seconded by Dr. Boyd, 
and was passed unanimously. i 

The officers were re-elected for the coming 
year, and votes oí thanks to the secretaries 
and the Chairman were passed unanimously.

KIELY’S SUCCESS 


J. Kiely, the young Limerick holder of 
the Irish fly-weight title. gave the home 
country a good start by outpointing de 
Gryse in the opening contest. It was not 
a particularly bright bout. Kiely was slightly 
the more aggressive, and he scored well wit 
lefts to the body to take the first round. 
De Gryse was the better of the pair at close 
quarters, but, though Kiely was wild at times 
he had the better of a good spell of in- 
fighting in the fifth, He almost had de 
Gryse out wit ha grand right, but the 
Belgian recovered well. There was plenty 
of crisp hitting in the last round and there 
could not have been much between them at 
the finish. 

It is doubtful if Frank Kerr has ever given 
a better display than he did against Legrand, 
but it is equally doubtful if he has ‘ever 
had less to spare at the finish than he had 
over his opponent of last night. In fact, the 
decision, in his favour was not well received 
by a section of the audience. 


KERR LUCKY 


Kerr started off well, and took the first 
round, but from that stage on the Belgian 
was the aggressor, and on several occasions 
it was only the Irishman’s elusiveness and 
skill in slipping his opponent’s attaeks that 
enabled Kerr to get out of trouble on several 
occasions. There was some grand in-fighting 
in the closing rounds, and Legrand, who 
continued to force the pace, seemed to have 
done sufficient to gain him the verdict. 

P. Gernon, who gained the Irish feather- 
weight title last week, put up his best per- 
formance in an international bout when out- 
pointing Royer, the Belgian champion. The 
opening rounds were tame enough, bat after 
that it brightened considerably. Gernon was 
the stronger púncher, and, though Royer 
put in some good work with his left, he 
spate a lot of it by hitting with an open 
£ ove, 

In the fifth Royer scored heavily with 
body punches, but Gernon staggered him 
with a right to the head, and had the better 
of a good final round to win well, 


SMITH AT HIS BEST 


In more than one of his recent fights Ernie 
Smith’s displays had been moderate enough 
to suggest that he had passed his best, but 
he made a glorious return to his most 
sparkling form in outpointing de Winter. 

The Irishman had an advantage in height 
and reach, and he gave a taste of his quality 
early in the first round with a smashing right 
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to the jaw that would have put out a less 
tough opponent. It was Smith’s round by a 
pr margin. De Winter tried forcing tactics 
n the second, but Smith just shot out his 
left and stopped the Belgian in his tracks. 
Phrowing defence to the winds de Winter 
started off the third with a fierce rush, 
but Smith boxed coolly on the defence, and 
though he failed to connect with a grand 
right, which had it landed would have ended 
the fight at this stage, he got his left home 
to win the round by a big margin. Boxi 
beautifully in the remaining rounds Smith 
Was a good winner after giving the best 
display of the night. 


ESCAPE FOR HEARNS 


The cruiser bout between R. Hearns and 
‘Smits was not productive of anything in the 
way of thrills; yet Héarns’s win was one of 
the most comfortably gained successes of the 
night. Most of the boxing took place at 
close quarters, and this favoured the Bel- 
gian; for, had Kearns elected to stand off 
and send home his punches—particularly his 
rights—with his full bodily force behind 
them, Smits would never have stayed the full 
distance. As it was Hearns contented himself 
by getting in a series of powerful short arm 
jabs, and it was a tribute to Smits’s pluck 
that the latter remained so strong despite 
being the recipient of considerable punish- 
ment, 

Smits came up like a lion for the fifth, 
and getting in a smashing right to the jaw 
almost had Hearns out. Hearns managed 
to survive it, and coming out strongly in the 
last round got in several devastating punches 
to win well. 

T. Byrne was the stronger and cleverer 
boxer in the welters and won comfortably, 
while in Ireland's only losing fight W. Maher 
showed plenty of pluck, but was hopelessly 
lacking in initiative against a lively opponent. 

Lydon outpunched a strong and game 
opponent, who retired at the end of the 
fourth round. Lydon has still a lot to learn, 
but he used his right with telling effect 
and was a clear leader when Jacques retired.

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ITALY'S FAILURE IN 
ABYSSINIA

MAY BE BEATEN IN 
STRAIGHT FIGHT 
—-o—_—_ 


| By Ovr Mrtrrary CORRESPONDENT, 


OR the past week the military position in 
Abyssinia has remained entirely un- 
changed. In the North the Italian 

advance is at a standstill, while all their 
efforts are directed towards clearing up the 
mess in their rear. This is giving them a 
lot of trouble, and, as I said last week, they 
are not likely to be in a position to attempt 
a renewed advance for another week or ten 


ays. 

The most sensational recent event has been 
the bombing of Dessye, 70 miles south of the 
fighting line. This is not the place to dis- 
cuss the ethics of the action; only its military 
aspect will be mentioned. 

Aerial warfare has two main branches: the 
first, co-operation with ground forces in touch 
with the enemy; the second, independent 
action behind the lines. As Abyssinia has 
no air force, the réle of fighting machines 
countering enemy aircraft can be ignored. 

In the absence of the obvious targets to 
be found in countries with a developed 
modern civilisation, the most important in- 
dependent action is observation. But this 
has been almost entirely useless, for the 
Italians have, in this heavily wooded country, 
failed lamentably to locate the enemy’s main 
formations or to observe their movements. 


“FRIGHTFULNESS” 

Now, observation is obviously a pre- 
requisite of bombing, unless the targets are 
to be confined to civilians in open towns. 
Even in that case the effect on “ morale” 
rapidly wears off when the victims learn to 
take adequate counter-measures for their own 
protection. Such essays in “ frightfuln@ss '' 
are rather a confession of weakness than a 
demonstration of strength. 

When, however, the offensive is recom- 
mended, the value of aircraft in co-operation 
with the ground troops who are in contact 
with the enemy should be of considerable 
value, always supposing that their work will 
not be rendered ‘impossible by the heavy 
ground mists which often envelope the 
Abyssinian valleys and mountain sides. 

In the South the Italian offensive has died 
out even more completely than in the North. 
What is happening, or has hapened, there 
is still in considerable doubt. All that can 
be gathered for certain is that the recently 
attempted advence completely failed, and 
that since the disaster to one of their columns 
at Anele, near Sasa Baneh, the Italians have 
retired to positions much the same as those 
whence they started their campaiga 


AMAZING 

Looking at the war as a whole, the failure 
of Italy to obtain any appreciable success 
after over two and a half months of effort is 
amazing. Viewing her vast concentrations 
of troops and her overwhelming superiority 
in modern technical. weapons, one had every 
reason to suppose, before the war began, that 
the railway would have been cut within a 
month, and a junction made between the 
armies of the North and South within two 
months. By now, however, the whole 
situation has been revolutionised, and, pro- 
viding that the Abyssinians can maintain 
their supply of war material from outside. 
there seems every probability that they will 
defeat the Italians eventually in a straight 
fight. 

There is one new and important factor 
which has not yet been taken into account; 
that is, the use of poison gas. In view of 
the past history of this dispute, it is unwise 
to imagine that considerations of humanity 
or of a solemnly plighted word will make 
such a thing impossible. 

Three thousand tons of poison gas— 
chlorine, mustard and thermite mixtures—- 
have recently been received by the Italian 
Command in Eritrea. This has not been 
sent out for nothing, and, if the Italians 
despair of btaining military success in any 
other way, they may not hesitate to use it. 
If the Abyssinians are wise, they will take 
immediate steps to counter this terrible 
menace by the provision of gas masks and, 
where possible, of rubber-soled shoes. 

If the new peace plans are anything like the 
forecests published if the French Press, the 
Emperor would be well advised to reject. them 
out of hand, considering the favourable 
military position he is now in.

REGIONAL PLANNING 


He suggested that regional planning was 
of small importance to Dun haire, since 
there was very little traffic passing through 
it to outlying districts.

Mr. Kelly further stated that there should
